of the Chicago •"Buokit Shop "

The great sensation and all-absorbing

thing bad collapsed; and notwithstanding 
the fact that there was much waste of 
chin music and wear of shoe leather, the 
speculators—of whom there were not a 
few—had to submit to the crash and pos- 
sess themselves in patience.

& Holmes, who came hero from JBloom- 
ington, and opened their concern October 
!ith, acted as commission merchants, and 
dealt direct with the Chicago P. P. 
Exchange, whose managers are Pope & 
Co., and whose president is D. A. Loring, 
The paper of Pope & Co.,I was allow- 
ed to go to protest on Saturday afternoon 
the alleged cause of which unfortunate 
circumstance is given iu an article below. 
The cash transactions of Blackman & 
Holmes during their engagement here 
foot up over $50,000. It is estimated by 
competent judges that Decatur and Ma- 
eon county is fully $8,000 ahead of the 
"exchange." There arc perhaps two or 
three heavy losers, but they are among 
those who made lute deals. There was a 
big upward jump in wheat quotations on 
yesterday, and had B. & n. been able to 
pay up many a dealer would have realized 
handsome sums, but just as things were 
getting to be inteiesling the collapse 
came, and as a matter of course, as be- 
fore stated, several persons got scorched.

Produce Exchange, made a statement to a 
Journal reporter thirf afternoon of the 
cause of the failure. lie said that prior 
to the fiiiluu' of Doxey'a bucket shop, the 
Public Produce Exchange had been los- 
ing some money hy the general rise, but 
was getting nloiis very well. By reason 
of Doxey's failuic his customers,—espe- 
cially those in the country, — became 
panicky, und there wa| a very henvy run 
on him. Before November 16ih, the time 
of Doxey's collapse, his losses were about 
t21,OlK) 10 i|S3,OOn a d»v, but the next few 
days after thin event they ran $41,000, 
$4:1,000, $.10.000. Before the l?th instant 
Mr 
Ix)ring was short to his customers 


0.000 shares of slock, and he had a profit 
of $31,000. A few days before he made 
an agreement with Doxey to carry their 
deals. Doxey undertook to do it, but 
tailed, and the Public Produce Exchange 
thereby sustained a loss of $37,000. List 
week the losses aggregated $350,000. It 
was impossible to bear up against them 
without help. He went to a friend who 
promised him $50,000 this morning. He 
expected a break, and with this help he 
would be able to swing through. But at 
the eleventh hour the friend 'found that 
the markets continued to boom and he 
was afraid to advance the money. Imme- 
iliitely Mr. Loring announced to his cua- 
turners that he would have lo suspend.— 
'I ne Exchange was doing more business 
ilian any two commission houses. The 
telegrams from the conntry customers 
averaged 1,100 a day. Mr. Loring says 
he will settle up his country deals first, 
then the city grade, dividing what assets 
he has pro rata among'all. He wil! resume 
us snou as he settles up his present deals.
